The other is from 
a photograph of tbo MoL ean homestead 
built of brick, with a brood woodcm ver- 
anda in front. There is also in every 
volume a fac simile of tho document set- 
ting forth tho terms ot the surrender. It 
was written on manifold and tho fao sim- 
ilio is put on such paper as to represent 
this material as nearly 08 possible. These 
are produced by a photographic process. 
They throw light on one of the pretty 
stories ot General Uadeau. who say1) in 
his book that as General Grant was writ- 
ing ho looked up and Saw the Hash of the 
sunhght on the swords ot Lee's officers 
and than interpolated tbe words "dido 
armti" in the list of things exempted from 
surrender.

When Mr. T, V. Powderly, general 


master workman ot the Knightfl of Labor, 
was in Washington to testify before the 
congressional committee appointed to 
investigate some of the labor problem?, 
ho said in regard to tho object of his 
order: 


Tho aim of tho organization, ot the 


Knights of Labor is to bauetit the laborer 
aud to secure a batter fooling between 
him and his employer. AU our methods 
are peaceful. We never counsel anything 
of a-violent nature. 
A menber of tbe 


organization may, once in a while, com- 
mit acts of violence. We cannot help 
that. It is a matter beyond our control; 
because, -when men feel that they have 
endured wrong, there is no law which can 
properly restrain them. Our organiza- 
tion aims to settle all differences by 
arbitration and reconciliation, and that is 
one reason why we havo dithoulty in 
managing it 
It was never thought of 


until recently that 
our organization 


should have anything to do with stnkqrs. 
So, too, boycotting is something which 
wo have never legislated upon but once, 
and that waa to restrain it. 
And our 


restraining influence will go still further. 


The creed of the Knight* of Libor is 


a splendid thing tor the working man. It 
is beautiful on paper, bul in practice it is 
the worst enemy the working man can 
have. 
It breeds mischief, creates dis- 


content, bogeta antagonisms, promotes 
strikes, encourages boycotting, and in 
fact the organization in large cities does 
everything that Mr. Powdsrly eays it 
mast not do. It will be seen trom this 
that Mr. Powderly's -authority is not al- 
ways heeded. 
This ie not so in the 


small placed like Janesville, Madison 
La (Jrosse und Kaoine, where the order 
is composed of a more thoughtful and 
intelligent olass o£ working men. 
But 


whon an organization like tho Knights 
becomes so large' and nuwieldly, and is 
composed of men of all conditions and 
nationalities, it would not bo surprising 
it the authority ot the general master 
workman was defied in many important 
partioulnrs. Tho failure of tho strike on 
tho Gonld system was because the prin- 
ciples of the order be given by Mr. 
Powdtjrly were not practiced. 


210\V SENATOR SAWYER 
WORKS 


FOR PENSIONERS. 


Probably tho busiest man in congress, 


or at least one ot tho very busiest, is 
Senator Sawyer, of this state. Tho New 
York Bun tells how ho ru.cn a pension 
bureau in his own house, and how ho 
make3 hin work count, Itsays: "While 
other senators spend their energies and 
occupy the time ot tho senate in making 
speeches to catch the soldiers' vole, 
Senator Sawyer, of Wisconsin, puts iu 
solid work. He waa never known to 
make a spooch, but has tlio reputation o' 
getting more bills through congress than 
any otner senator. Whon John I. Mitch- 
ell, of JPoniiBylvouio, went home with a 
bad oass of eoro oyej a tew weeks ago. 
Mr. Sawyer volunteered 
to take his 


pla:e on the committee on pensions, an 
assignment no other mau ;in the senate 
would seek, because of the amount ot 
labor that goes with it, tho pension com- 
mittee having referred to it lit least one- 
third of all tho bills that uro introduced. 
At the first meeting after his appoint 
ment in Mitchell's place Mr. Bawyer 
mralyzed the other members around the 
,ong table by suggesting that all the 
pending bills be referred to him as a 
sub-committee. 
They thought tho old 


man had gone stark mad, and exchanged 
significant 
glances as they promptly 


voted yea. 


There's no politics in a private pen.

[f Mr. Sawyer had proposed to have al] 
the bills affecting tha labor interests, or 
all that proposed changes in tho genera1 


pension laws, put into his hands there 
would havo been an emphatic dissent. 
Every member of the senate ia glad to 
lava his name connected with such leg- 
islation. But to examine Jut} tho claim 
ot tne widow of John Doe, late a private 
in the Fifteenth Infantry, is a duty that 
senators usually shirk. Very naturally 
his follow senators thought Mr. Sawyer 
was out ot his mind, but they blessed 
him all the same, as he piled his carnage 
Cull ot petitions and documents from the 
flies of the committee and drove home 
with them. 


'Senator Sawyer's wife is a permanent 


invalid, and he employs a private physi- 
cian, Dr. Kempster, who for years was 
superintendent ot the Wisconsin Insane 
asylum, and is a man of high standing 
in his profession. Dr, Kempster receives 
tho same salary tor attending Mrs. Saw- 
yer that tho senator receives CIT looking 
after the interests of his constituents, 
and has nothing to do but look after the 
comfort Df his one pationt. So tho sena- 
tor sots up a pension bureau in his house, 
and appointed Dr. Kempstor as chief. 
Three or four clerks were employed, and 
under tho doctor's direction have bean 
going over tho papers iu each cast1, prepar- 
ing brietsot the evidence, and overvninht 
Mr. Sawyer 
lights a 
cigar, nestles 


down iu a Turkish chair, puts his 
feet 
upon 
the 
table, aud 
sits 


like a justice of the supreme court in 
chambers to hoar the evidence uud de- 
cide upon the merits of tho claims,

"When docs oldnge bcpn ? At forty-five, 


it is said, the amount of combustion which 
keeps the furnace of the human body in 
blast commences to decrease and diminishes 
until three-score years and ten, mora ot 
less, when the fires are drawn and the 
flickering flame dies out.
